I eaw in your isHtio ot tho 27th tilt, 
a letter from Mr Wnridington on tho 
question ol Railroad commotion between 
Viujoouvor Island und tho Mainland. 
No ono lnviug onoworcd it 1 may, per- 
haps, make a few g remarks thereon, 
having bofore tiddresiod you on tho 
subjeot, 

I do not suppose eithor Mr Wad- 
dington or mysolf will decide tho qoosi 
tion, whioh must to a groat extent 
depend on tho part of tho Coast which 
tho Railway surveyors declare to bo 
oafiiout of accoss from tho eastward; 
still moro so, whon tho idoa of an un- 
hrokeu connoctiou by bridging ia 
deolared to be too expansive by tho 
principal supporter if not the originator 
of that sohemo, 

When Mr Wnddington abantlono tho 
idoa of bridging Seymour Narrows, 
Buto Inlet as a routo Iobscs ono of tho 
strongest if not tbo only orgumont iu 
its favor, it must at all ovonts, with bo 
partiottlar advantages to back it, 
tako its placo in tho list of passes and 
approaches to the Coast from which a 
olioioo of tho ono coiiibiniog tho great- 
est advantages will bo made. 

Mr Waddingtoo, however, I think, is

The Cyclops, 

From tho London Times, Deo 22d- 
Her Majesty's Ship Cyclop?, ono of tho four 
armour-plated turret snips of ths Cirberus 
class, was ordered to bo built in August, 
1870, on the outbreak of the Franco-Gorman 
war, for harbor deienco. Tha contract for 
the Oyclcps was given to the Thames Iron- 
works Company, on the 9th of September, 
1 870, under tbo superintendance of Mr Sutton, 
Government nvoracer, und the construction of 
:he engines to iho firm of Messrs J.,bn Edler 
.j- Co., trlasgow. Tho vessel was launched 
on the 18lb of July, 1871, nnd complet- 
ed oi the liih December, tho wholo being 
finished and ready for liar mins in tho unpre- 
cedented short period of 15 months, (tho 
shortest time in which such a vessel was ever 
completed), showing that In case of necessity 
tho country may, with perlect confidence, 
depend on tbe private resources of our ship- 
builders and engineers. The principal dimen- 
sions of the Cyclops ars: — Length, 2'25ft.; 
broadtb, -toft.; deptb, 15ft.; burden in tons 
2, lu7. She ii titled with double turrots, ic- 
tendiag to carry each two 18-ton cuus, each 
gun throwing proj otiles wtighing 400lbs.,car* 
ried nbove an armour plated breastwork, tjy 
which means the guns can be worked in any 
weather. Tho vessel is lined with erery 
modern improvement lor working her guns 
and turrets, vnd for ventilation and steering. 
.Sho is Completely armoured from stem to 
btero, the thickness on the belt at tho water 
line being 8io., the breaetwoik 9 in., and the 
turrets lOin., tbo wholo bein^; supported 
with a hacking of tenk, insido ot which are 
worked two thicknesses of iron plaiing, with 
massive iron fm'nes. For tho convenience of 
working the ship and for stowago of boats, 
hammocks, etc., a Hying deck ia curried up 
on top of the breastwork nud between tha 
turrets, and so arranged as not to interfere 
with tho fore and alt tiro of citner turret, and 
yet ntl'ords every convenience for the crew in 
bad weathor, The engines which propel the 
twin screws aro ol the collective power of 250 
horse?, and are arranged witb their girders 
vertically over their lever shalt (on tbe same 
plan as those so largely used in our chief mail 
steamers), and are fitted with surface condon-. 
sirs nnd boilers suitablo to resist ft working 
pressure of COlbs. on *very square inch. Tho 
vessel Is thus enabled to oairy a sufficient 
quantity o' cohIs for ten days' steaming at 
lulUboiler power, and for about .':o days of 
ordinary service. The official trial of tho 
Cyclops was made off the Maplin Sands on 
Wednesday lust, under tho supervision i,f 
Commander Brownriggr, StaflMJommander 
Kiddle, of the iSien.li Reserve ; Mr ,1 lines Stei I, 
Inspector of Alachinory for the Admiralty; Mr 
Thomas T. Murray, Inspector ol Machinery 
Aflont at Sheerness; Mr W. H. Steil, Chief 
Engineer and Inspector ot .Machinery at Sheer- 
nes? factory; Mr. V7. Mitchell, Assistant- 
.l/aster Shipwright, Shocrnoss-dockyard ; and 
Mr, Broom, assistant overseer of the ship; the 
lirm of Messrs J Elder it Co., was represented 
by Mr. Kirk. An average speed of 11,026 miles 
nn hour w»» obtained. Ten circles were made 
which all proved very satisfactory. Too re- 
sults in testing the notion of tbe engines, in 
reversing their motion, stopping, etc., waa 
most satisfactory. During tho whole of the 
trial, whioh lasted Eeveu hours, tho engines 
and machinery worked most admirably, there 
being no hot bearings, primings, or indication 
of defects of any kind.,

From the Capoi 

Mr F Vi'zstolly, a Crst-olaBB passon- 
gor to tbo Cnpe by the Cambrian, r»nd 
known as a correspondent of tho Illus- 
trated .London New*, was unfortunate- 
ly drowned on tbut vessel^ outward 
voynnci It appears by tho reports in 
tbo CJapo papers that a series of enter- 
tuinmonta hud been given on board dar- 
ing the paesugo, tho last of whioh oc- 
curred on tho 4th of November, autl 
Mr Vizotellj had sang Bomo capital 
songs that evening. Tho company 
wore later than usual in going to bod, 
and Mr Vizotolly wont iorward and 
sat with somo of tho Eeoond-olttss pas- 
Hougers till ball-past 3 in tho morning, 
when he wont on', and was soon to 
go on to tho iercnstle, whioh is raisod 
from tho maindook, and has nothing 
round it but n hand rail. No ono saw 
him fall, but he was snddonly missed, 
aud tho cry wbb raised, 'A man ovor- 
board«» Tho man at tho wheel saw 
him float by and threw lifebuoys, he 
says, within a few foot ol him; tho on* 
gineB woro rovorsod, and Mr Johneon^ 
tho officer of the watch, had a boat 
lowered within tbreo minutop. Tho 
boat ssarohed for a considerable while 
but nothing was again seen ol tbo poor 
fellow, and the Cambrian had to proceed 
on her voyago. 

Advices from the Capo by this mail 
stato that the proclamations annexing 
tho Diamond-fields woto received ut 
diggings without any demonstrations 
of fooling, tho diggers boing too busy 
to trouble themselves ubout politics, 
but it was Eaid to bo woll known 
that their opinion is strongly iu 
favor of the policy of the Governor. President 
lira»d, of the Freo State, baa issued a procla- 
mation protesting against tbe annexation to 
tbo colony of tho disputed territory, aud cal 
ling upon the inhabitants of tbo State to 
avoid collisions with tbo British ollicials. All 
things were ordorly in the fields, and tho 
number of diamonds found does not decreas. 
The stones are now sold in la-ge numbejs by 
auction at Capetown almost every day, and 
tbe diamonds diaposed of during the fortnight 
amounted to n total weight ot 4,fi30 carats, 
realizing £21,740, 

Gold in payab'o qumlities was again re- 
ported to have been found in tho north, of tbe 
Transvnul Republic, and several per-ons have 
left the Diraoud-fields for that placo. Tho 
Portuguese aro opening up roads to the in- 
tsrior from Delagoa Bay ns faBt as possible, 
in hopes of getting the best part of tho trade 
to the gold-field.
